ment, which in fome meafure anticipates our fu ure 
State, and gives us an Idea of the Occupations of an 
unbodied Spirit. Then we know no Limitation, fecl 
no Reffraints, fuffer our Thoughts to roam through- 
out, and even beyond the Limits of the Univerfe, re- 


-call paft Years, nay paft Ages, or fuffer a probable 


Train ef unhappen’d Evens to pafs before us in Re- 
vicew.. Thus engaged, we difcern the Dignity of. our 
Nature, and the Capacity we have of cain it and 
qualifying ourfelves tor a State infinitely more ele- 
vated than that of the great-ft or of the wifeft Mor- 
tal. Such are. the Pleafures of occafional Solitude, 
and fure they are fufficient to engage a Man of Senfe 
and Judgment to court them as often as he conveni- 
ently can. 

Thofe who fanfy that Solitude is naturally produ- 
Etive of Melancholy, and who can never disjoin the 
Ideas of being alone and being uneafy, have never 
had a true Notion of the Requifites to Solitude. As 
a Man cannot frequent publick Places without a com- 
petent Stock of good Senfe, good Manners, and good 
Breeding, fo it is abfolutely impoffible that a Man 
—_ + A gath D amg for nan I mean occa- 
fionally » Without Judgmenr, Learning and Ex- 
perience. Ita Perfon id fo heedlefs. (or which rarely 
happens) is fo unfortunate as to want a Power of com- 
paring, difcerning and refle@ing on Events; if a Man 
never had an Education which qualify’d him for Stu- 
dy, or ie not old enough or obfervant enough to make 
his Memory ferve him inftead of Books; then ic is in 
vain to think of relifhing Solitude. A Man without 
Teeth might as well pretend to pick Bones ; but 
where thefe Qualities are not wanting, queftionl«f 
the withdrawing now and then from the common Bu- 
finefs of Life, and in Silence and Solitude looking in- 
to ourfelves, is equally ufeful and entertaining. 

It would be no difficult Task to enumerate many 
Ufes confequent from this Praétice ; to avoid Prolixir 
let us ftate only afew. In the firft Place, Man is his 
own ableft Tutor, Solitude obliges us to meditate, 
Meditation is the dire Road of Knowledge. Read- 
ing acquaints us only with the Opinions of others, 
Meditating fhews us yas as they are in Nature, or 
at leaft appear by the Light of Reafons much Read- 
ing may make a Scholdr wanens Jensen, much 
Thinking, a Scholar without Books. In the next, 
it is a drone Guard to Innocence ; a Perfon who is 
afraid of Solitude muft be afraid of Sin. A Man Can- 
not be alone without examining himfclf, and this 
Examination, in cafe he is a bad Man, muft produce 
fuch Accufations as will quickly compel him either to 
abandon his Vices, or to lofe all Relith for Solitude. 
Thirdly, it is the moft expeditious Way of knowing 
the World. For as we frame a better Conception of 
the Form and Extent of London by looking on a good 
Map or Profpe& of it than we could by sary, up 
and down it; fo, in refpe@& to the Moral World, Con- 
fideration and ReficGion wiil do much more towards 
forming a true Notion of it than Company and Con- 
verfation. What farther Recommendaions then can 
be requifite to a Pra@tice which tends to make Man- 
kind wife, good, and every way va!usble in Society. 

That Solitude may be made pleafant, and fuch Re- 
treats as rhefe Recreations, to Meo of Senfe and inge- 
nious Spiri's, may sppear from hence. The thing 
which gives Lif: and Luftre to the moft diverting 
Books is the enceri>g into Human Nature, and paint- 
ing the Paffions from the Heart. This is the fecret 
Charm in Don Quixote, Montaigne's Effays and the 
Jatlers. In Solivude every Man may be this way his 
own favourite Author, and may make more Ditcove- 
ries in human Nature in one Week's Infpe€tion of his 





own Breaft, than in Years by purfuing what has been

defcried and defcribed by others. But ir may be ob- 
je@ted, that a Man cannot be delighted with the 
View of his own Foibles.. For either he muff per- 
ceive them and fo mend them, or elf he muff Be par- 
tial cowards chem, and then he cannot difcern theit 
Folly. But Reafon and Expericnce dilprove this. In- 
difcretions, Failings, Slips, Gc. are incident to Man 
as Mao, and che. very correcting fome will Icad a 
Man into others. Remarks on tnefe are aways full 
of Amufement, and the very beft Mcmoirs become fo 
by the frequent occurring of fuch Particulars. It is 
the Duty of every Man to endeavour to be as perfe@ 
as he can, but to think of arriving at Perfection is 
what never enters a wife Man's Head. Juft as we 
ufe all Endeavours to live as long as we can, without 
dreaming of Immortality. The Obfervations necef: 
fary to this will imperceptibly give us the Hifory of 
Human Nature.
